with all his might, but 
knife seemed ‘‘to miss fire.” 
and found the top bent. He 
straighten it while struggling on the floor, 
hut without success. Then, however, he 
felt his assailant’s grasp loosen, and the 
next minute the man rolled over dead. 
Mr. Purcell took a sword out of the dead 
man’s hand and fought with it, instead 
of with the now useless knife. He made 
such good use of this weapon that the 
robbers hastily retreated, dragging their 
dead and wounded with them. 

When they had gone, Mr. Purcell 
called his man-servant from his bed. 
Although close at hand, this fellow had 
made no effort to come to his master’s aid. 
He was now ordered to bring Mr. 
Purcell’s daughter-in-law and grandchild 
to a place of safety, in case of another 
attack. Barricading himself as best he 
could, Mr. Purcel! kept guard till day- 
light, but the Whiteboys had enough for 
one night. The old man's sublime courage 
was more than they could stand. 

This brave deed did not go unrewarded. 
On July 12th of the same year the Duke 
of Richmond knighted the venerable Mr. 
Purcell, and he was henceforth known as 
“The Knight of the Knife.’’ 


A RIDE TO SAFETY. 


Knighthood, however, did not save him 
from; molestation, and, as Sir John 
Purcell, he had some hairbreadth escapes. 
On one occasion a paper was slipped into 
his hand at a fair, warning him to ride 
home sat once. He obeyed, but was 
pursued, He fled to a friend’s house ; his 
pursuers entered, but could not find him. 
Sir John was securely hidden in a cavity 
in a bedroom wall, behind a large chest of 
drawers. 

On another occasion he was surrounded 
by Whiteboys when out riding with a 
friend, Mr. Seward, of Mallow. They 
were ordered to dismount, and- Mr. 
Seward was assured that no harm would 
come to him, “as he was a kind man.” 
The Whiteboys retired a short distance to 
deliberate on the method which they 
would employ to finish off their victim. 

In the meanwhile Sir John was 
informing Mr. Seward that, if only he 
had his horse, he was sure that he could 
escape. ‘‘ Take it, by all means, then,” 
was the reply. Though almost eighty 

ars of age, the dauntless old man leapt 

to the saddle, and rode through his 
enemies like one possessed. They followed 
him, with wild shouts and bloodcurdling 
threats, but Sir John rode away to safety. 
His courage and wit once again had saved 
his life.

ANCIENT CELTIC CAPITAL 
EXPOSED.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 

Exeavations in the neighbourhood of the 
village of St. Margareten, near Neumarkt, 
in the northern Steyermark province of 
Austria, have revealed the ground plan of 
six log-houses,.which the archeologist, Pro- 
fessor Walter Schmid, has tientified as form 
ing part of Noreja, the Celtic capital of the 
East Alpine kingdom of Noricum. He dates 
them back to the late Celtic — ta 
second and first centuries before Christ—and 
to the beginning of the Roman Empire. Not 
far distant are the gold and silver mines and 
the remains.of the old iron works which 
made Noreja famous. : 

The town was first mentioned in the year 
113 B.C., when a battle took place near it 
between the Cymbri dnd Teutons and the 
Romans. When the Romans @onquered the 
country Noreja was deserted:” One of the 
house sites mow located is Believed to have 
been that of the king, as its area is twice as 
large as that of the other dwellings.

Sometimes 
his wheels were within a short inch of a 
sheer drop into water twenty foot deep, 
and. again. eddies no thicker than the 
wrist, played hide and seek over a spread 
of stone and gravel. $ long experience 
of the roads of Europe had afforded him, 
he told me, no parallel to the numerous 
treasure of that journey; and those who 
think summer alone to be the tame to tour 
are turninc their backs on untold harvests 
of loveliness.

Other statues have’ been 
less fortunate in the number of removals, 
and some citizens would be interested to 
learn a little more about King Billy’s 
country residence. 


Bank of Ireland Volunteers.

They gloried in a resplendent uniform, 
which certainly cost a pretty/penny,; for 
an old bill shows that the price of twely 
officers’ “superfine, ornamented caps 
amounted to £36, and they must have 
made a brave show on parade, even if their 
knowledge of military matters was small.

There is no other physical 
disability for which so many so-called 
cures are brought forward. The sufferer 
listens and reads and samples, and then 
goes back to something he has discovered 
for himself, something that alleviates the 
misery for a time, without making the 
slightest pretence of effecting a cure. 

In a certain country town there lived a 
man who was a martyr to chilblains on his 
hands; and he listened hopelessly, one 
day, to all that was being said on the 
subject by a group of callers, every one of 
whom had heard of a new cure. 

While they talked the swfferer 
rubbing his hand painfully; then 
suddenly, he stood up to go out. ‘“‘Where 
are you goinc?’’ someone asked as he 
went. ‘‘ I’m going out to box the damned 
wall,” he said, 


The Cries of Cork. 


There came into my possession recently 
a very rare little book, entitled ‘‘ The 
Cries of Cork,’’ published and selected by 
William West, and issued by the 
Hibernian Press, Castle street, Cork, in 
1808. It is complete in nine pages, six 
of which are whole page illustrations, and 
they are mainly so gruesome in character 
that one might be pardoned for imagining 
the “cry” a wail. The first illustration 
depicts a well-known local character, 
George Carr, stumbling with outstretched 
stick to warn him of obstacles in the way ; 
for poor George was blind. This was his 
cry: ‘Black Ball, Heel Ball, my real 
shining back ball, fine liquid blackifig.’’ 
The sixth illustration depicts a fine, 
athletic female crossing South Gate 
Bridge, carrying a large pack on her back. 
Her cry was: ‘‘Sloukawn, sloukawn, 
sloukawn.’’ The cry must have been as 
unmusical as the weed is repulsive to the 
eye when cooked, though the publisher 
sings its praises thus:—*‘* This is another 
favourite seaweed, and is more wholesome 
than dilisk. It is boiled almost to a jelly 
and is served up at the most fashionable 
tables.” I closed the little book with a 
sigh of regret for old customs long since 
fallen into disuse. 


"Bus ‘Reform. 


I do not know whether it was mere 
chance or not, but during the last week I 
have arrived at O’Connell Bridge three 
times in a crowded ’bus, and, to save time 
in getting out, I have tried to open the 
emergency door at the rear, and every time 
I have been unable to do so. In two cases 
there was a handle to be pushed to the left, 
and in the third a bar to be pulled up, but 
push and pull as I might, I could not 
open the doors. It occurred to me that it 
would serve a double purpose if this door 
were made a compulsory exit at O'Connell 
Bridge on all ’buses. In several towns I 
know, including Belfast, when one wishes 
to leave a tram at a terminus, the front 
exit must be used. The advantage of this 
at crowded hours is obvious. 

If this plan were adopted, it would 
prove, like the compulsory lowering of the 
safety-curtain in a theatre, a valuable 
precaution against things going wrong 
in an emergency, and anything that tends 
to reduce the number of motoring 
accidents in these days, is at least worth 
a trial,

Ghe Moon's Silence. 


I was talking the other day to an.old 
woodcutter whom I had overtaken at a 
copse’s edge in the neighbourhood of 
Maynooth, and I found him to be full of 
lore, some of which I collected in exchange 
for “the fill.of a pipe.” Among other 
things I learnt the explanation of the 
solitary tree left standing when an area 
had been cleared. It appears that the 
Dryads and other folk of the leaf and 
branch are satisfied if they are left a spot 
by their old haunts to which they can 
retire when the rest is taken from them, 
The best time to cut wood for building 
purposes, he told me, was in the silence of 
the moon. This does not signify night 
work, but the time when sun and moon 
are in conjunction. This corresponds to 
the interlinium of the ancients. The 
rising of the Dog Star, that Dryden once 
alluded to as ‘‘barking from afar,’’ is 
another good cutting season. It is bad, I 
gathered, to draw timber or to plane its 
surface when the dew is falling; and 
wood cut when the moon is ‘ wadel,”’ 
that is, om the wane, is best for fuel; for 
it is then held to be less sappy. It seems 
that the influence of the moon on sap and 
tides is, in the popular idea, similar. J] 
suppose that with our terrible deforesta- 
tion, most of the folk stories about woods 
and trees have passed for ever into 
oblivion.

THE DUBLIN “RELIEF” BILL. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—As doubt still exists in some minds 
as to the attitude of the Dublin Chamber 
of Commerce towards poor relief, I would 
like to state that attitude in a few words. 
The Council is “of opinion that the only 
equitable solution of the problem of poor 
relief would be for each county to be re- 
sponsible for the maintenance of its nationals. 
There would be administrative difficulties in 
determining which county should be 
responsible for a particular destitute person, 
but these difficulties should not prove in- 
superable. The Council maintams t at, as a 
general principle, the responsibility for the 
relief of the destitute poor should remam 
with the local authorities, where the expendi- 
ture will be subject to a closer scrutiny than 
would be the case if the money were provided 
from State funds. That is its attitude 
towards poor relief. | 
The Chamber does not object to the exten- 
sion of outdoor rehef, as proposed in the 
Poor Relief (Dublin) Bill, but it strongly 
objects to the arbitrary reduction of the area 
of charge. The bill is a temporary measure, 
having only one rating year of life. The 
Chamber's recent resolution, suggesting the 
maximum rate of 2s. in the & for money to 
be raised from the rates under the bill, 
retains the local responsibility and more than 
covers any additional liability for the desti- 
tute of Dublin. The suggestior that money 
expended beyond the sum raised by that rate 
should be provided by the* State is a 
temporary expedient pending the introduction 
of some scheme on the lines of county 
chargeability.—Y ours, etc.,

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DISTRICT COURT REFORM. 

TO THE FODITOR OF THE IRISH TINS 

Sir,—No reform in the procedure of the 
District Court is more desirable than the 
conferring of jurisdiction on the Court to 
impose fines for petty larceny and kindred 
offences, now vested in the higher Courts 
and. to a limited extent, in the Dublin 
Metropolitan District Court. In existing cir- 
cumstances Justices have no option save to 
imprison offenders or apply the Probation 
Act. What with the modern tendency of the 
law being, most properly. against inprison- 
ment where avoidable, and the reluctance of 
Justices to saddle the taxpayer with the 
heavy expense involved in conveying a 
risoner, under escort, to a distant jail, and 
Ravine him sent back to the place of com- 
mittal on the expiration of his sentence, as 
well as fed and housed at the public expense, 
many culprits in those petty cases escape 
punishment. In many others the taxpayer 
suffers loss out of all proportion to the 
interests involved. 

Power to inflict a fine, and compensation 
where appropriate, would enable the Court 
to do substantial and natural justice, save 
offenders from the stigma and the evil effecis 
of imprisonment, save the taxpayer substan- 
tially, and effect an increase in the revenue 
from fines justly payable by offenders.—

PROTECTION OF BIRDS.

Sin,—I read with much pleasure your 
article on the proposed bill for the protection 
of wild birds | gather, however, that, 
while stress is laid upon prohibiting the use 
of bird-lime for catching birds, nothing 
appears to be said regarding the prohibition 
of nets. The professional bird-catchers 
the Irish Free State make 
the over-flapping net in the 
operations. This net consists of two 
so connected with a rope that, when the rope 
is pulled, the wings rise up and fall over 
in such a way as to entrap any bird, or birds, 
that may happen to be inside. In conjune- 
tion with the net a decoy bird, known to 
the bird-catcher as a ‘‘ brace-bird,”’ ns 
tethered to a stick, which can be raised 
lowered by the bird-catcher as required by 
him.

LECTURE BY PROFESSOR 
TRENCH. 

Many interesting sidelights on the lives of 
Irist. landowners in the past were included 
by Professor W. Trench in a paper, entitled 
“4 Galway County Family One Hundred 
Years Ago,’ which he read to the Trinity 
College Gaelic Society yesterday. He said 
that this class had been responsible for thie 
building of beautiful houses both in Dublin 
and in the country, had caused great planta- 
tions of trees to be planted, and had founded 
the Royal Dublin Society. 

Much amusement was caused when Pro- 
fessor Trench told of the death of one of 
the early landlords, who abhorred drunken- 
ness and left strict instructions that there 
was to be no “wake.” The tenants, how- 
ever, assembled in expectation of a “ wake," 
and, rather than disappoint them, the 
nephew, who had inherited the money, 
ordered one to be held. As the coffin was 
being carried down the wide staircase to be 
‘‘waked’’ one of the bearers stumbled, the 
coffin was bumped, and the ‘‘dead’’ man 
sat up, glaring angrily at the forbidden 
orgies. He had m in some form of 
cataleptic trance, and lived many years after, 
having disinherited his nephew for disobeying 
his instructions.

CO. WEXFORD ROADS. 


REDUCED ESTIMATE ADOPTED 


By fourteen votes to twelve the Wexford 
County Council rejected a proposal to adopt 
in full the estimate of £78,732 submitted by 
the County Surveyor, Mr. W. F. Barry, for 
the upkeep ofthe roads in the county, An 
amendment moved by Alderman Corish, T.D., 
that a rate of 2s. did in the £ which was 
struck last year was carried by fourteen votes 
to twelve. i dee 

The rate which has been adopted is calcu- 
lated to raise approximately £50,000. 

A motion to vote £6,000 for the recon- 
struction of the Gorey-Courtown road was 
adopted by sixteen votes to ten. 

With regard to the improvement of the 
Wexford-Hosslare road, for which Mr. 
Courtney, the Engineer, estimated an expen- 
diture of £8,195, of which the Ministry of 
Local Government would recommend the 
Ministry of Finance to contribute £4,195, the 
(Council unanimously decided, after negotia- 
tion with the Department, to raise the neces- 
sary amount by loan. 

A sum of £500 was voted for steam-rolling 
the streets of Blackwater. 

COUNTY SURVEYOR’S WARNING. |

Testifying to the splendid 
work of the Hospital, he sav) 
that it was difficult for the lay mind to gras 
what the administration of almost 1. 500 
anesthetics meant, and the amount of time 
that had to be given up to it by the splendid 


hospital. Without any appreciable diminu- 
tion in the number of general anesthetics, 
there had been a great increase in the number 
of extractions done under local anmsthesia ; 
so that last year only sixteen teeth had been 
extracted without an anawsthetic. The work 


attendance of patients in the various depart- 
ments numbering now over 18,000. This 
showed that the people appreciated what was 
being done for them, and the increase in the 
work, other than mere extractions, showed 
that the importance of good teeth to the 
general health of the community was being 
realised more and more. 

In this connection, Surgeon Cooney con- 
tinued, a very important step has been taken 
in connection with the inspection and treat- 
ment of school children. This is still only in 
its infaney, though over 1,000 school children 
were treated during the year. We may hope 
that this early attention to the teeth of the 
coming generation will in time bear fruit by 
improving the general health of the adult 
population. This, however, means that a 
great deal of extra work is thrown on the 
hospital staff, and it also entails a very con- 
siderable extra expense in the hospital for 
anwstbetics, dressings and appliances. It is 
only right that this should be borne by the 
proper authorities, and that it should not 
prove an extra drain on the already sorely 
tried resources of the hospital. 

DUBLIN’S BAD TEETH. 
Unfortunately we here in Dublin are cursed 
with bad teeth, though whether it is the price 
we have to pay for our exceptionally pure 
water supply or. is the result of unsuitable 
food and bad hygienic surroundings is too 
large a question for me to discuss this even- 
ing.

The Manx dialect of the Gaelic Janguage 
is dying rapidly. When the present genera- 
tion has passed there probably will be no 
speakers of the antique idiom. Therefore, 
the need is urgent for philological research, 
for the recording of songs, proverbs and 
traditions, and—with the gramaphone’s 
aid—of sounds and. accents, lest things 
precious to the student of languages and of 
history may be lost beyond recal!. Professor 
C. J. Marstrander, of the University of 
Oslo, who is well known among students 
in Ireland, spent a portion of the late 
summer in Man in the investigation of 
the last lingering Manx speech, called by 
Manxmen Gailck. On his return to Norway 
he laid the parlous state of the island 
dialect before the trustees of the Fridtjof 
Nansen Fund, and they voted a grant of 
£200 for the assistance of Mr. J, J. 
Kneen, the Manx sgholar, in his 
researches. Mr. Kneen has toiled for 
years past in. the collection of topo- 
graphical legends, and has published 
volumes which almost constitute a Manx 
dinnsheanchus, or magazine of the lore 
of place-names. His work has earned the 
praise of scholars in many lands; it yet 
will earn gratitude as well.. Professor 
Mafrstrander remarks that it is unusual 
that a learned body in one land should 
tender the support of its scientific funds 
to." a member of a foreign. community ’”’ ; 
but, he says, in the case of the perishing 
tradition of the Isle of Man, “the time 
has passed for arguing to whom this task 
rightly belongs.” The Manx population 
is largely Scandinavian in origin, and in 
the Manx dialect there are many traces 
of Scandinavian influence. It is good to 
see nations and races brought into con- 
genial intercourse by a common interest 
in antiquity.

OPERATOR GOES DOWN AT 
HIS POST. 
When the storm drove the ship towards 
the rocks of Wooltack Point Mr, E.R. 
King, the wireless operator, sent out four 
messages from his cabin on the top deck. 
When the ship struck the rocks and the 
waves swept over her, Mr. King stuck to 
his post, although the cabin began to 
split. 
He was actually appealing again for 
help on behalf of the crew when a wave 
smashed the cabin, sweeping it overboard 
in pieces with Mr. King inside, the ear- 
pieces still over his head and his hand 
on the key. 
This happened soon after the ship had 
run aground. 


WOMAN’S TRIBUTE TO CREW. 
The crew refused to leave their posts. 
They did all they could to make the 
battered craft ship-shape. 

Shortly after Mr. King was swept over- 
board Mrs. Stocks was found missing. 
She must have been swept over . and 
drowned at the height of the storm. 

At the Sailor’s Rest, Milferd Haven, 
where the survivors are being housed, Mrs. 
Renshaw, one of the rescued women, said 
as she stood barefooted at a fire drying 
her shoes: “We seemed to get on the 
rocks suddenly. It had been rough all the 
way. Waves swept over us. We signalled 
as best we could, We just hung on for we 
knew not what. I cannot say whether: we 
were afraid—we just waited. 

‘The crew showed great courage. I 
was in the cabin most of the time. 
Although we were all drenched from the 
start we kept going somehow until the life- 
boat arrived.’’

HAILAR GIVEN TO THE FLAMES.

NA NKING, Tuesda if, 
Following the latest serious develop- 
ments in Manchuria, the State Council of 
the Chinese. Central Government has 
addressed an appeal both to the League of 


the Kellogg Pact for the Renunciation of 
War—which was signed by Soviet Russia 
and China, among the other Powers of 
the world—to take steps to stop and 
punish the Soviet ‘‘ invasion ” of Chinese 
territory as being a deliberate violation 
of the pact. 

The State Council’s telegraphic 
despatches, which are in identical terms 
and were sent under yesterday's date. 
declare that, while the Chinese Nationa! 
Government has always remained: on tlhe 
defensive, despite repeated attacks. the 
Soviet Union has, without a declaration 
of war, mvaded China, occupied Chinese 
cities, and ‘‘ massacred innocent Chinese 
citizens in cold bload.’’ 

-They conclude by hoping that - the 
signatories of the anti-war pact ‘‘ will 
take appropriate steps to stop and punish 
this deliberate violation of the pact.” 


THE JAPANESE VIEW. 
The. Japanese Government is appar- 
ently still inclined to the view that the 
Russians are merely out to bring pres- 
sure to bear on the Mukden authorities 
to grant their demands concerning the 
restoration of part-Russian control of 
the important Chinese Eastern Railway, 
and that there is no intention to invade 
the country on a serious scale. ‘It is 
clear that the latest turn of the Russian

Minister, asserted only ten days ago that 
over thirty border towns had been raided 
and looted by ‘‘ Reds,’’ and, according 
to Reuter Mukden dispatches, it is 
officially admitted there that the com- 
paratively important centres, Chala. Nor 
and Manchuli, were occupied by Soviet 
forces on Tuesday and Wednesday last 
after serious fighting, in which many 
Russian aeroplanes and tanks took part. 
Chinese casualties are reported. to have 
run into thousands in the latest fighting. 


SOVIET TROOPS BEHIND HAILAR. 
Soviet cavalry and tanks, having pene- 
trated behind the Chinese position at 
Hailar, have cut off the Chinese retreat, 
and the Chinese command are reported to 
be moving to Buchatu, 150 miles to the 
south-east. 

A thousand Chinese soldiers and 
civilians were reported to have lost their 
lives in one Soviet air raid, though no 


comfirmation of this has, so far, been 
received. 

The Russian invasion seems to have

proper, and negotiations. are réliably 
reported to be proceeding with a view to

In Dublin Castle yesterday Mr, Conor: 
Maguire, Arbitrator under the Railways Acts, 
resumed the hearing of the claim brought by 
Mr. W. A. Peate, Inchicore, late clerk in 
charge of the district cashier and paymaster's 
office, Great Southern Railway, Broadstone, 
for compensation for loss of office, based on 
35 years’. service, which was terminated in 
May, 1929, by the closing of the pay office 
at Broadstone. He claimed £355 & year, 
being two-thirds of his salary of £500. The 
case for the claimant was that the abolition 
of his office was due to amalgamation under 
the Railways Acts. The respondents deny 


of the Railways Acts, and had offered him 
an ¢x gratia pension of £215 a year during 
the pleasure. of the board. They deny that 
his discharge was due directly or indirectly 
to amalgamation, but was the result of econo- 
mic causes, including a decrease in traffic and 
falling off in the company’s receipts. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C., 
and Mr. Finlay (instructed by Messrs. Jas. 
O’Connor and Co.) appeared for the appli- 
cant; Mr. Phelps, K.C., and Mr. E. J. Kelly 
(instructed by Mr. J. J. McDonald) for the 
railways company. 

At the previous hearings the case for the 
applicant was stated. 


THE RESPONDENTS’ CASE. 

Mr, Kae ag on the part of the respondents, 
gave details of the investigations that. took 
place into the situation of the company. .He 
said that the investigation started for the 
simple. purpose of trying to see whether 
economy could be got without interfering 
with efficiency in the paymaster’s department, 
and after serious consideration a decision. was 
come to. Mr. Peate might think it a hard- 
ship, but it was with the greatest regret that 
the directors came to the conclusion that the 
scheme which they had to decide upon was 
the one which would best work out the 


other side that there was something improper. 
So far from that being the case, he did. not 
think that anyone.coneerned could complain. 
It was not a headlong decision or a decision 
come to by favouritism. | 

Mr. Dickie—We névér ‘said there was. any- 
thing improper. 

Mr. Phelps said that Mr. Peate was ré- 
tired, and they submitted that if they were 
able to show that that was done in order -to 
meet the economic situation of the company 
brought about by reduction of revenue caused 
by decrease of traffic, they would have -a 
defence under the statute to Mr. Peate’s 
claim. With reference to the amount of the 
annuity claimed by Mr, Peate, he and his 
advisers were under a misapprehension. He 
must take as his basis, not the £500 a year 
salary, but £388. The respondents were en- 
titled to show that the dispensing with the 
services Of Mr, Peate became necessary, bein 
brought about by the decrease of traffic which 
created the situation 
company found ‘itself. 

Mr. Maguire—You say that the company 
state they are entitled to escape if they can 
show that, although due to amalgamation, 
the dispensing, with his services has been 
caused by a decrease of traffic? 

Mr. Phelps-—The decrease of traffic is an 
économic cause. , Referring to a decision of 
Judge Davitt in a former arbitiation, counsel 
submitted that a decision on the construe- 
tion of a Statute that was being operated 
on in the present case should be followed in 
a similar court by anyone construing the 
Statute. This, he said, is an absolutely final 
Court. 

Mr. Dickie asked if the contention ‘cf 
counsel was based on the decrease of traffic.

GENERAL MANAGER'S EVIDENCE, 


Mr. Riley, general manager, was examined

by Mr. Kelly, and gave details of receipts 


and expenditure extending over several years, 
showing the falling off in revenue that took 
place. 

Mr. Kelly—Between 1925 and July, 1923, 
may we take it that there was a continuous 
scrutiny of railway departments with a view 
of doing things more cheaply? 

Witness said that that was so. When a 
continuous fall in receipts was observed, and 
as soon as it became evident that it was an 
alaiming feature, in May; 1925, efforts began 
to be made to consider the matter. A com- 
mittee of officers met in May, 1925, to con- 
sider the situation, and make recommenda- 
tions for an improved revenue position. Re- 
commendations were made to the Board, and 
a committee of directors, called an Economy 
Committee, was appointed in 1926, which 
studied better methods of working and other 
economies. That committee sat for two 
years, and in July, 1928, the directors re- 
solved that in order to review and promote 
the most economical and efficierit methods of 
work in all departments of the company, 
and the best means of developing traffic and 
increasing the company's revenue, a com- 
mittee of investigation be set up to review 
the administration and work of each depart- 
ment, and report the results to the Board. 
This committee reviewed every department 
of the company, and had re-arranged depart- 
ments with reductions of staff, and as a 
result of the scheme adopted Mr. Peates 
retirement came about. 

Mr. Kelly—You have traced an almost 
continuous falling off in receipts of railway 
working: is that dne to any other cause 
besides the effect of tlie order of the ‘lribunal 
which became effective in January, 1925? 

Witness—Undoubtedly. The competition, 
both in relation to passengers and goods, has 
been one of the contributing causes, and it 
has grown more acute as the time passed, 


THE CROSS-EXAMINATION, 

Mr. Dickie, in the course of cross-examina- 
tion, asked—Is there any minute or state- 
ment as to a distinction being drawn between 
dismissals. because of amalgamation and dis- 
missals due to reduction of receipts? 

Mr. Maguire— Where? 

Mr. Dickie—In any of the minutes that 
ycu have got? 

Witness— There are meetings of directors 
and minutes. There is no case in my mind. 
On the retirement a distinction is laid down, 
and, if our legal adviser says that he 1s 
entitled to the benefits of the Act, he is 
told that he gets the benefits of the Act. 

The cross-examination of the witness had 
not concluded when the Court adjourned 
until to-day.

SWORDS MEN'S APPEAL 
TO GUARDIANS.

Fifty unemployed Swords men marched 
eight miles to Balre thery Workhorse to press 
upon the 1) eeting of the Balrothers Board of 


Guardians the necessity for providing- work 


for them. Five Civic Guards were on duty 
at the workhouse until the crowd had dis- 
persed. 


The men presented to the meeting a letter, 
which set out that “ the unemployed men of 
Swords are in a deplorable state, bordering 
on starvation, tind desire to make application 
for work to the Council.” In the event of 
work not being available, which they thought 
it was, from. the condition of the bye-roads, 
they asked for a substantial.sum in relief for 
every unemployed workman in the village, as 


they could not stand their condition . any 
longer. 

Mr. ,P. J. Fogarty said that the conditions 
in Swords at present were not very rosy, 


and this promised to be one of the toughest 


winters which the unemployed had been 
through. Swords .was an agricultural dis- 
trict. and. the decrease in tillage was respon- 
sible. for. the increase in the ranks of the 


unemployed. The Drogheda Corporation had 
put wp. £1,000 to provide work for the on- 
the Christmas period, and he 
thought that the Balrothery Guardians 
should do something also. 

Mr. N. Plunkett said that the people who 


-regretted the decline in agricuiture were very 


largely to blame for it themselves. 

Mr. P. J. Curran said that that Council! 
and the Dublin County Council had asked 
the Minister for Toeal Government to sanc- 


tion. a loan of £300 for special read work in 


the Ralrotherv dist ric a but the Minister re- 
fused sanction twice 
Mr. a Dickie sare that the people now
